The Day, on 
which the bloody Defion was put in Exe- 
cution, was Saturday the 23d of October, 
a Day dedicated to S. Ignatius, Founder 
| of the Jeſuits Society. The Plot for ſecuring 
the Caſtle of Dublin, the chief Magazine of 
the Kingdom, was diſcovered but the Day 
before, by which that City was preſerved. 
In every other Place it was carried on with 
ſuch Secrecy, that none but the Prieſts and 
principal Leaders among the Laity were AC- 
quainted with it till the Time of Execution, 

And then (fays Ruſhworth) the Papiſts in all 
Parts, having from their Prieſts received the 
Watch-Werd, both for Time and Place, roſe

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ap, as if they were actuated by one and the _ 
ſame Spirit, in all Places, at one and the ſame 

Point of Time, and fo fell upon the Pro-
